I am writing to urge you to reconsider your position on HR 800 and vote to provide expanoea 
protection for labor union organization and contract negotiation to protect the employees who 
have made the United States the strongest economic force in the world. 

White Alientown and the Lehigh Valley have lost major manufacturers and moved forward in the 
transition to a new economy, the need for employee protection in organizing and negotiating 
remains a critical safeguard that guarantees that the people who make the products, provide the 
services, and drive the local economies are assured of fair wages and working conditions. 

This bill provides a straight-forward and common sense approach to organizing and negotiation. 
In addition to permitting the "card-check," or union certification on majority sign-up, this bill 
would allow first-contract mediation and arbitration; provide legal recourse to labor organizers in 
the event of employer intimidation or discrimination; create civil fines for employer violations, 
and increase back pay for employees unfairly targeted for their pro-union activities. 

As the representative for the region that has given the world the Western Electric transistor and 
subsequent technological advances, Mack Trucks, Bethlehem Steel, and Crayola Crayons, I am 
sure you understand the important role organized labor has served in establishing the economic 
strength and traditions of the 15 th District. 

I close by again urging you to reconsider your position on this legislation and honor the grand 
heritage of the Lehigh Valley.

In addition, 1 internalized and unionized jobs that were 
formerly outsourced, i.e. janitorial services. And finally, I joined with the Sheet Metal Workers to create 
a professional licensing ordinance in the City of AHentown, only the second city in the whole state to 
accomplish this. Altogether this demonstrates my firm commitment to unions and represents substantial 
strides for organized labor under my leadership.
